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Principal's  Report  to  the 
Superintendent 

To  G.  C.  Higfit,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  present  year  in  Sherman  High  School  may  well  be 
termed  "the  banner  year."  Last  June  we  lost  four  students 
by  graduation  and  last  September  not  only  the  twenty-five 
remaining  students,  but  also  three  others  of  the  upper  class 
students  who  had  left  school  during  the  previous  fall  and 
winter,  returned  to  the  school. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  in  1915  we  had  fifty-two 
registered  in  the  school,  of  whom  thirty-eight  were  town 
students.  Not  only  have  we  retained  this  entire  number  up 
to  the  present  time  but  one  more  of  those  who  left  during  1914 
and  1915  has  returned,  making  in  the  school  thirty-nine.  This 
is  a  record  that  few,  if  any,  of  the  schools  in  our  State  can 
equal  and  we  have  reason  to  feel  proud  of  the  interest  mani- 
fested. The  largest  previous  number  ever  registered  in  the 
school  was  thirty-eight  including  nine  tuition  students,  and 
this  number  dwindled  to  thirty-two  before  the  end  of  the  fall 
term.  Now  the  number  of  town  scholars  in  the  school  ex- 
ceeds any  previous  total  registration  which  shows  that  the 
young  people  of  Sherman  are  anxious  to  obtain  an  education. 

We  have  kept  the  work  up  to  the  standard  required  by  law 
but  with  such  a  large  registration,  especially  in  the  Sopho- 
more and  Freshman  classes,  it  has  been  very  hard  to  give  the 
pupils  the  individual  attention  needed.  As  this  individual 
aid  is  in  many  cases  an  absolute  necessity  if  the  student  gets 
any  benefit  from  the  course,  practically  all  of  it  has  to  be 
given  after  school  closes  for  the  day.  This  is  an  extra  strain 
upon  the  young  minds  and  if  the  pupils  have  worked  as  they 
should  during  the  day,  they  cannot  grasp  the  subject  as  they 
could  if  it  had  been  taken  up  in  the  class  when  their  minds 
were  less  fatigued. 
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The  town  has  responded  to  our  needs  in  every  way  pos- 
sible during  the  year  and  the  pupils  certainly  show  by  their 
interest  and  zeal  that  the  opportunities  offered  them  are  ap- 
preciated. It  is  a  very  rare  occurrence  that  a  student  is 
absent  from  school  unless  circumstances  compel  it  and  this  in 
itself  is  proof  enough  of  the  interest  in  the  work.  In  talking 
with  many  principals  and  teachers  concerning  schools  during 
the  past  year,  I  am  led  to  believe  that  the  interest  and  faith- 
ful work  shown  by  the  majority  of  students  in  this  school  ex- 
ceeds that  shown  in  the  majority  of  schools,  and  I  think  that 
any  opportunity  offered  to  the  young  people  of  Sherman  in 
the  way  of  education  will  be  grasped  eagerly  and  the  cost  ap- 
preciated by  the  young  lives  upon  whom  the  future  of  this 
town  depends.

Superintendent's  Report 


To  the  citizens  of  Sherman: 

In  submitting  this  report  we  are  pleased  to  say  that  we  have 
had  a  strong  and  satisfactory  teaching  force  in  our  schools 
during  the  past  year  and  good  results  have  been  obtained. 
We  have  had  normal  trained  teachers  in  all  of  our  village 
grades.  In  the  spring  we  lost  our  grammar  school  teacher 
through  sickness  but  were  able  to  fill  her  place  with  a  com- 
petent teacher  in  our  town. 
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The  eighth  grade  in  the  village  was  able  to  complete  the 
work  prescribed  by  our  course  of  study  before  the  close  of 
the  fall  term  of  1914  and  to  do  the  ninth  grade  work  during  the 
remainder  of  the  year  and  enter  the  high  school  last  fall.  This 
leaves  the  grammar  school  without  a  ninth  grade  this  year, 
but  as  there  are  fifty  scholars  registered  in  the  grammar  and 
intermediate  schools  there  is  sufficient  work  for  two  teachers. 
Indications  are  that  there  will  be  not  less  than  sixty  scholars 
in  these  grades  next  year.  The  primary  numbers  forty-two 
scholars,  an  increase  of  ten  over  last  year.  It  is  probable  that 
this  number  will  not  be  diminished  next  year.  In  all  of  the 
village  schools  Ave  can  reasonably  expect  a  total  attendance  of 
more  than  a  hundred  and  fifty  scholars  next  fall. 

The  rural  schools  have  been  under  the  instruction  of  able 
and  interested  teachers  and  the  work  done  in  these  schools  has 
been  carried  along  the  same  lines  as  the  village  schools  as  far 
as  conditions  would  permit.  The  scholars  who  have  entered 
our  high  school  from  these  rural  schools  have  done  work  that 
compares  favorably  with  that  dene  by  the  scholars  from  our 
village  grades.  All  the  ninth  grade,  scholars  in  town  are  in 
the  rural  schools,  two  at  district  number  three,  two  at  Golden 
Ridge,  one  at  Morgan,  and  three  at  Wood  bridge.  Probably 
most  of  these  enter  high  school. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  put  in  a  new  Smith  heater  in 
the  school  room  at  number  one,  making  three  in  all  in  our 
rural  schools.  Every  school  room  in  town  except  the  Doble 
has  either  a  Smith  heater  or  a  furnace.  During  the  past  two 
or  three  years  we  have  enlarged  the  school  house  at  number 
three  and  the  Morgan  and  made  other  extensive  repairs. 
There  has  certainly  been  marked  improvement  in  our  rural 
school  buildings ;  but  before  making  further  extensive  repairs 
on  them  we  believe  that  the  people  ought  to  turn  their  atten- 
tion to  the  crowded  condition  of  the  village  schools.  How- 
ever, some  of  the  rural  buildings  need  painting  this  year. 

Our  high  school  is  on  the  increase.  When  it  was  approved 
three  years  ago  as  an  A  class  school  the  total  registration  was 
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about  thirty  scholars.  We  have  had  a  steady  increase  since, 
until  now  we  register  fifty-three,  of  whom  thirty-nine  are  town 
scholars  and  fourteen  tuition  scholars.  Both  the  main  and 
recitation  rooms  are  crowded  about  to  the  limit  and  it  would 
be  unwise  to  attempt  to  seat  any  more  scholars  should  they 
seek  admission.  However,  the  indications  are  that  the  school 
will  not  be  materially  larger  next  year  than  it  is  this,  but  with 
a  dozen  scholars  in  the  eighth  grades  and  about  thirty  in  the 
seventh  in  town,  we  can  reasonably  expect  that  within  a  few 
years  our  high  school  will  register  not  less  than  seventy-five 
scholars,  of  whom  it  would  not  be  unreasonable  to  estimate 
that  sixty  will  be  town  scholars,  and  our  present  quarters  are 
not  sufficient  even  for  this  number.  We  have  reached  the  time 
when  we  must  begin  to  think  of  another  assistant.  The  work 
is  very  hard  this  year  for  two  teachers. 

We  estimate  for  the  coming  year  that  we  shall  need  $1,400 
for  common  schools,  $800  for  the  high  school,  $600  for  repairs 
and  ^supplies,  $350  for  books,  $150  for  high  school  supplies. 

The  strong  teaching  force  employed,  the  systematic  ar- 
rangement of  our  work,  sufficient  supplies  of  books,  material 
and  equipments,  the  smoothness  with  which  our  schools  have 
run,  the  loyal  support  given  them  by  the  people  and  the  al- 
most entire  absence  of  unfavorable  criticisms  by  the  citizens 
(for  all  of  which  we  are  profoundly  grateful),  are  the  causes 
of  a  successful  year  of  work  in  our  schools.

To  the  Superintendent  and  School  Committee: 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  herewith  my  first  annual  report  as 
Principal  of  Sherman  High  school  for  your  consideration. 

School  began  September  llth;  with  a  very  large  attendance. 
The  entering  class  of  24  made  a  sum  total  of  68  students  during  the 
Fall  term.  You  will  note  by  the  statistics  that  the  attendance  has 
been  satisfactory.  I  take  great  pleasure  in  presenting  the  following 
list  of  students  who  have  maintained  an  average  rank  of  90%  or 
more,  and  whose  names  are  on  the  honor  roll: 
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Boys :    Ronald  Cummings,  Bertrand  Hoyle,  Jack  Sleeper, 

Girls:  Nettie  Daggett,  Freida  Robinson,  Beulah  O'Roak,  Fastnet 
Joy,  Pearl  Hamilton,  Julia  Sides,  Margaret  Quailey,  Dorothy  Cald- 
well, Lora  Sleeper,  Doris  Dickinson,  Elsie  Daggett,  Blanch  Sleeper, 
Doris  Grant,  Theresa  LaPlant. 

The  teaching  force  has  been  completely  changed  during  the  year. 

The  addition  of  another  teacher  and  a  new  division  of  work  has 
improved  the  character  of  the  work  done  and  broadened  the  opportu- 
nities of  the  students. 

I  have  charge  of  the  work  in  Mathematics  and  the  Sciences.  Some 
new  equipment  has  been  placed  in  the  Physics  Department  and  more 
needed.  In  my  opinion  the  work  in  Sciences  needs  special  attention 
and  improvement, 

Miss  Clark  has  had  admirable  success  with  her  French  and  Latin 
classes.  We  feel  that  a  large  measure  of  our  efficient  work  is  the 
result  of  helpful  suggestions  from  Miss  Clark's  wider  field  of  experi- 
ence. 

The  work  in  History  and  English  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Kelley  has  been  full  of  that  enthusiasm,  which  alone  can  harmonize 
the  efforts  of  teacher  and  pupils.  The  outside  activities  have  been 
carried  on  with  unusual  interest.  I  heartily  commend  Miss  Kelley 
as  an  invaluable  assistant  in  the  activities  of  school  life,  outside  the 
class  rooms . 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

There  is  real  need  of  an  examination  of  our  students  once  each 
year  by  a  physician.  Children  are  very  often  the  prey  of  adenoids, 
without  anyone  comprehending  the  danger,  until  too  late.  The 
eyes  should  be  more  carefully  examined  than  by  the  present  system  of 
test  cards.  The  State  law  gives  the  school  committee  a  right  to 
appoint  a  physician,  provided  the  town  has  so  voted. 
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A  proper  patriotic  spirit  in  our  schools  is  one  of  the  purposes  of 
education — to  cultivate  an  appreciation  of  our  indebtedness  to  the 
past  and  a  realization  of  the  necessity  of  good  citizenship  for  a  con- 
tinued national  prosperity. 

There  is  need  of  a  school  building  attractively  furnished,  properly 
heated,  lighted  and  ventilated  and  provided  with  sanitary  toilet 
facilities.  Such  a  building  would  be  a  source  of  benefit  and  satistfac- 
tion  for  generations  to  come. 

I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  growing  interest  of  our  students  in 
agricultural  department  at  University  of  Maine.  Courses  in  Elemen- 
tary Agriculture  are  now  being  offered  in  many  schools.  The  State 
gives  an  appropriation  of  $500  for  the  starting  of  a  specified  course  or 
series  of  courses.  Such  a  course  in  a  new  building  might  increase 
the  interest  of  the  boys  of  our  town  in  practical  lines  of  education. 

I  submit  this  report  and  these  recommendations  in  the  best  interests 
of  the  town  of  Sherman  and  its  future  citizens.

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To  the  citizens  of  Sherman: 

Among  the  necessary  changes  and  improvements  for  the  past 
year  have  been  the  painting  of  three  schoolhouses;  the  establishing 
of  a  school  at  or  near  Braggville;  the  finishing  of  an  assistant's  room 
for  the  high  school;  as  three  teachers  were  needed  this  year,  an  out- 
building for  the  grammar  and  intermediate  grades;  the  fencing  of 
school  yards  and  other  usual  and  necessary  repairs. 

Among  the  needed  improvements  for  the  coming  year  are  new- 
seats,  better  hearing  facilities,  new  closets,  and  more  maps  and  black- 
board room  and  other  minor  repairs  and  supplies  for  the  Doble  school. 
This  school  has  been  so  small  for  several  years  that  little  has  been 
done  to  keep  the  building  and  equipment  in  first  class  order,  but  the 
school  is  growing.  The  registration  this  year  is  about  twenty  scholars 
while  there  are  several  smaller  ones  who  have  not  yet  entered  school. 
New  seats  are  needed  at  the  Morgan  and  Goldenridge  schools  and 
additional  equipment.  Inside  repairs  would  help  the  house  at 
number  one.  There  are  many  other  improvements  needed  but  as 
our  policy  is  and  has  been  to  make  them  gradually,  we  expect  to 
make  the  most  necessary  ones  only  this  year. 

We  have  a  temporary  arrangement  with  Mr.  Ludgate  to  use  one  of 
his  houses  for  the  scholars  living  near  Braggville.  This  bridges  us 
over  the  difficult}^  there  till  some  permanent  adjustment  can  be  made. 
This  school  has  about  fifteen  scholars; 

There  is  need  of  additional  equipment  at  Woodbridge,  such  as 
slates,  maps,  etc.  The  house  at  number  three  is  in  excellent  con- 
dition. 

There  is  one  need  that  has  been  called  to  your  attention  many 
times  and  is  growing  more  urgent  every  year.  We  have  tried  to 
meet  the  crowded  condition  in  our  village  schools  without  affecting 
their  efficiency  by  resorting  to  methods  that  we  can  no  longer  use. 
To  make  more  room  for  our  growing  schools  the  selectmen  vacated 
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their  office  in  the  town  hall  that  it  might  be  used  for  a  laboratory 
and  recitation  room  for  the  high  school  which  became  for  the  first 
time  a  two  teacher  school.  Later  our  schools  increased  so  that 
another  grade  teacher  was  needed  and  again  the  selectmen  were  kind 
enough  to  vacate  the  office  they  had  in  the  Mason  building  that  it 
might  be  used  for  an  intermediate  room.  Again  our  high  school 
needed  another  and  third  teacher  and  a  small  room  has  been  finished 
in  the  corridor  of  the  town  hall  this  year.  There  seems  to  be  no 
more  rooms  available  for  school  purposes  and  still  our  schools  are 
overcrowded  and  the  outlook  for  the  opening  of  the  Fall  term  of 
schools  appears  worse  than  at  any  time  in  the  past.  We  have  a 
total  registration  this  Winter  term  in  the  grammar  school  of  31 
scholars  and  in  the  intermediate  25,  making  a  total  of  56.  In  both 
rooms  there  are  57  seats  and  the  condition  is  so  crowded  that  with 
the  teacher's  desk  close  to  the  front  seat  in  the  grammar  room  there 
is  not  space  to  pass  behind  it  without  stepping  on  the  platform 
of  the  alcove.  Of  this  number  seven  are  ninth  grade  scholars,  but 
there  are  19  in  the  third  grade  to  come  to  this  building  next  Fall  and  if 
no  one  drops  out  or  no  new  ones  come  in  there  will  be  a  registration 
in  the  two  rooms  of  68.  If  we  judge  by  the  past  there  will  be  more 
come  in  than  will  go  out  and  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  expect  from 
70  to  75  scholars  next  year  with  a  seating  capacity  crowded  to  the 
limit  of  57.  We  are  unable  to  meet  this  situation  with  our  present 
accommodations. 

Our  high  school  is  larger  than  we  expected  having  a  total  registra- 
tion of  68  of  whom  about  60  remain  in  the  school.  Several  entered 
from  other  towns  without  sufficient  preparation  and  a  few  others 
have  dropped  out.  We  expect  no  material  increase  next  year,  but 
as  there  are  approximately  thirty  eighth  grade  scholars  in  town  we 
may  expect  very  material  increase  in  two  years.  We,  therefore, 
recommend  that  the  town  build  a  high  school  building  sufficiently 
large  to  accommodate  the  high  school  scholars  and  the  three  upper 
grammar  grades. 
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Our  high  school  is  under  the  instruction  of  three  able  teachers, 
two  of  whom  are  graduates  of  Bates  College  and  one  of  Colby.  The 
work  is  growing  very  satisfactorily. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  several  of  our  young  graduates  are 
persuing  courses  in  Normal  schools,  business  colleges  and  University 
of  Maine  and  others  are  engaged  in  teaching.  Two  of  our  town  girls 
have  completed  normal  courses  and  have  come  back  as  teachers  in 
our  rural  schools.  Four  other  teachers,  one  of  whom  is  a  graduate  of 
our  high  school,  who  have  partly  completed  normal  courses  have  been 
teaching  in  our  rural  schools  with  splendid  success.  Only  two  schools 
have  been  under  the  instruction  of  teachers  who  have  had  no  further 
training  than  the  high  school  gives  and  these  have  done  very  satis- 
factory work  for  young  teachers. 

Our  village  grades  have  been  under  the  same  able  instructors  as  of 
last  year  with  the  usual  splendid  results. 

Our  estimates  for  the  coming  year  are:  common  schools,  $1,400, 
high  school,  $1,300;  repairs,  $900;  books,  $300;  high  school  supplies, 
$225.
